The campaigns in Poland, Norway, France, and the Low Coun- 
tries developed serious diversions between Hitler and the 
General Staff as to details of execution of strategic plans. 

In each case the General Staff favored the orthodox offensive, 
Hitler an unothodox attack with objectives deep in enemy terri- 
tory. In each case Hitler's views prevailed and the astounding 
success of each succeeding campaign raised Hitler's military 
prestige to the point where his opinions were no longer chal- 
lenged. His military self-confidence became unassailable after 
the victory in France, and he began to disparage substantially 
the ideas of his generals even in the presence of junior 
officers.

What the Fuehrer nas ordered must not be allowed to happen in 


The Reich Marshal expressed himself as very much opposed to 
HITiER!s attitude and agreed with me in every point. He ordered 
me to act as had been suggested, to inform him imnediately at 
the proper time, and ended his conversation with these words: 
"This is ali insane and cannot be carried out." 

h) Measures against allied fliers on tho basis of the above- 
mentioned Fuchrcvr's order have been adopted neituer by the 
Luftwaffe, nor by the SD. This order has not been made known, 
in му opinion, to the Replacement Army Сот запа (BdE), or their 
offices, as the Replacement Army Command was not present at the 
Fuchrer!s meeting and the order has not been passed on by the 
Army High Command (OKW). 

HITLER did not come back to his order later, either with the

1. The Fuehrer солбвт 1 ted March 45 ( I do no remember 
the correct date) to leave officially the Geneva Convention, 
General JODL immedistely referred to the/fact to the Fuehrer, that 
this decision would be wrors, in his opinion and could not 
be executed. But despite the Fuchrer gave immediately the order 
to put together, as soon as possible, the documents which were 
required to judce this matter,
